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Boniwia’s rejection of -the arbitral award 
rendered by the chief of the Argentine 
The republic, if international in scope, 1s closely 
bound up with domestic issues. The out- 
break which the publication of the finding 
caused throughout Bolivia, while it has the 
magnificent background of the wealth of the 
Amazon headwaters, is gradually resolving 
itself into contentions of rather reduced pro- 
portions. It happens that there 1s a change 
in the presidency, that the President-elect, Don Kliodoro \ illazon, 
former minister in Buenos .A\ires, favors the acceptance of the 
award, while the outgoing President, Don Ismael Montes, 1s princi- 
pally responsible for the severance of relations with the Argentine. 
He is supported by the army and the impression is that lis successor, 
who will assume office on Aug. 12, may find himself seriously handi- 
capped. 3 
Senor Montes has submitted the arbitral award to. Congress, 
Which he opened a few days ago, but the chances of its being accepted 
are considered extremely slender. But while the new President may 
not be able to maintain himself in power, there 1s no reason to sup- 
pose that the domestic issue may again become enlarged to inter-

Chile's influence is at present paramount in Bolivia, but Chile 
hastened to affirm her strict neutrality in the arbitration dispute by 
demanding the recall of the Bolivian minister at) Santiago for 
having by his reports created the impression that Chile was ready 
to lend armed aid to Bolivia. ‘The envoy stated later that he had 
received many private but no official offers while at Santiago. The 
Chilean government is anxious that nothing should disturb its 
friendly relations with the Argentine, and it is fairly certain that 
as long as these are maintained the chromic dispute between Chile 
and Peru over the Tacna and Arica question will not become acute. 
The allusion to this controversy contained in. the message of Presi- 
dent Leguia of Peru,has displeased the Chileans, who consider it 
most untimely in view of the Bolivian situation, With the advent 
of President Villazon, Chile’s preponderance in Bolivia, will be 
challenged. and unless he fails Argentina will quickly recover the 
eround she has lost. However, developments to date have served 
to bring out the fact that the friendly relations between Clile and 
the Argentine are no longer a piece of oratory but are become a 
factor tor peace.

Law's Delay struggled to bring about reforms in legal 

procedure that all men deemed desirable 

but that few have deemed possible. -As the 

law's delay has resulted for the most part 

from laudable efforts to throw safeguards around persons and. prop- 

erty, sO every attempt to expedite the process of justice has been 

regarded, by all save the reformers, as an attempt to curtail or to 

remove those safeguards, and no matter what the popular demand 

for change might have been in the beginning, in the end radical

Anybody who has participated in or observed the proceedings 
of a state constitutional convention must have been struck by two 
facts—tirstly, the plentiful promises of reform in law practise held 
out by framers of the organic law at the beginning, and, secondly, 
the absence of any such reforms in the end. It has been so also 
with lawyers) conventions. The reasonableness of the demands 
made by the voung and progressive element seems for a time to 
promise all the retorms sought ; the counsel ot the old ana CON- 
servative in the end make complhance with these demands 1mpos- 
sible.

What is aimed at is to 
sunplity legal processes so as to eliminate the annoying and _ costly 
delavs that are now hampering commercial interests, and we are 
told, “Its exemplary effect. in the event of success, may embrace 
the sweep of the entire sisterhood of states and influence their 
action to the benefit of the intimately co-related interests of the en- 
tire American business community. | 

In a social no less than in a commercial sense, a simpfification 
and co-ordination and unification of the laws of the states of the 
American Union would be of inestimable benefit. Thus fat+ the 
states have taken up the question of reform in legal practise in- 
dividually. Ixven in the case ot New York, although the work 
now in. progress promises good results, reform that is intended to 
reduce to a minimum the law's delay 1s itself delayed to the max- 
imum by reason of the fact that a single state is undertaking to 
do that upon which all the states of the Union should be just as 
earnestly engaged. Without involving any obligations, legislative 
action would bring about the organization of a national conven- 
tion, which could sit as a conjymission in behalf of all the states 
for the consideration of reforms in legal practise. Such a com- 
mission might be continued indefinitely, reporting recommenda- 
tions to the states from time to time. . 

All processes looking to the end in view must inevitably be 
slow, but progress made under this method would at least be steady. 
and if at the end of twenty years the law’s delay were appre- 
ciably shortened under its opération this, at least, would be more 
than has resulted from the adoption of any other process.
